1. JUNE 27 LEADING NEWSPAPERS ALL CARRY REPORTS FROM MOSCOW 
ON PRESIDENT S VISIT. PARTY PAPER RD HAS SIGNED EDITORIAL 
WHICH HAS POSITIVE TONE AND, AS COULD BE EXPECTED, STRESSED 
THE ROLE OF BREZHNEV, WITH CPSU AND SOVIET UNION IN 
BRINGING PEACE TO THE WORLD. IN PART, EDITORIAL STATES "UNDER 
PRESENT-DAY INTERNATIONAL SITUATION SOVIET-AMERICAN RELATIONSHIPS 
ARE OF IMMENSE SIGNIFICANCE. GENERAL WORLD CLIMATE DEPENDS 

TO A VERY GREAT EXTENT ON THE DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THESE TWO COUNTRIES AND THEIR APPROACH TO SOLUTIONS FROM 
INTERNAL PROBLEMS. IT IS A QUESTION TO BE MORE PRECISE OF 
ISSUES CONCERNING NOT ONLY THE USSR AND THE USA, BUT 
ALL MANKIND. THE TWO COUNTRIES ARE CHARGED WITH A GREAT 
RESPONSIBILITY OF PREVENTING WAR AND PRESERVING WORLD 
PEACE." ARTICLE ALSO DEALS WITH GREAT TRADE 
POSSIBILITIES BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES AND IMPORTANCE 
OF REACHING AGREEMENT ON THE PREVENTION OF NUCLEAR 
WAR. 

2. SOME NEWSPAPERS, INCLUDING RDJS CARRY ARTICLES QUOTING 
VARIOUS U.S. SOURCES ON PRESIDENT NIXON'S VISIT TO 
MOSCOW. BASICALLY, THESE WERE POSITIVE IN TONE. 
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
